FINAL ORDER NO.8-2023

NOTICE lS HEREBY GIVEN that on July L4, 2021, Timothy and Tamara Carleton, (hereinafter, the "Applicant"),
submitted an application to Columbia County proposing a Resource Dwelling in the Primary Forest (PF-80)

Zone on an approximately 17.52 acre lot identified as Tax Map No. 7315-80-02500, Acct. No. 20775
(hereinafter the "Property"), pursuant to Columbia County Zoning Ordinance (*CCZO") Sections 506.4 and
L6OL.2 (File No. RDF 22-04, referred to herein as the "Application"); and

After deeming it complete on July 26,202I, notice of the Application was duly sent to the Applicant and
interested parties in accordance with CCZO I6OL.2 on August 4,2021; and

On August 13,2O2L, Tina King submitted a request referring the Application to the Planning Commission
pursuant CCZO L6OL.2; and

A hearing was scheduled for December 6,202t, before the Planning Commission but, at the request of the
Applicant and accompanied by a waiver of the ORS 275.427 150 Day Rule, was postponed allowing the
Oregon Department of State Lands ("DSL") an opportunity to review and approve a Wetland; and

On May 9,2022, the Applicant submitted a Revised Site Plan for RDF 22-04 relocating the proposed home site
at least 125 feet from the updated Wetlands Delineation that had been approved by DSL on May 3,2O22;
and

Notice of the revisions to the Application and of a rescheduled hearing set for August I,2022, was sent to the
Applicant and other interested parties; and

On August L,2022, the Planning Commission held a hearing on the Application, received evidence and
testimony into the record, closed the hearing to additional oral testimony but left the record open for
additional written evidence and testimony in accordance with ORS 197.797(6), and continued the matter to
September L2,2022;and

On September 12,2022, the Planning Commission received the additionalwritten evidence and testimony
submitted into the record, deliberated on the matter, and voted to approve RDF 22-04 subject to nine (9)

conditions of approval as recommended in the Staff Report; and

Notice of the Planning Commission decision was duly mailed to the Applicant and other interested parties on
September 2L,2022;and

On September26,2022, an appeal was filed by Tina King, and Robert and Kathy Ramey, to the Columbia
County Board of Commissioners ("Board") pursuant to CCZO L703; and

A hearing on the matter was scheduled before the Board for December 2L,2022; and

Notice of the hearing before the Board was duly provided to the Applicant and other interested parties on
November 22,2022; and
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On December 2L,2022, the Board held a hearing on the Application, received evidence and testimony into
the record, and continued the hearing the matter to January L8,2023 for additional testimony, leaving the
record open for additional written evidence and testimony; and

On January !8,2023, the Board reopened the continued hearing on the Application, received additional
evidence and testimony into the record, closed the record to additional oraltestimony but left the record
open for additional written evidence and testimony as prescribed by ORS 197.797(5Xc); and

On February 22,2023, the Board received all additionalwritten evidence and testimony submitted into the
record except a letter attached to the Applicant's final argument that was excluded for exceeding the scope
of ORS 197.797(6Xe); and

After closing the record to additional evidence and testimony, the Board deliberated on the matter and voted
to tentatively approve RDF 22-04 subject to the nine (9) conditions of approval adopted by the Planning
Commission; and

On March 22,2023, The Board of County Commissioners adopted Final Order No. 8-2023, upholding the
decision of the Planning Commission and approving File No. RDF 22-04 for a Resource Dwelling in the Primary
Forest (PF-80)Zone on an approximately 17.52-acre lot identified as Tax Map No. 7315-80-02500, Acct. No.
20776, subject to the nine (9) conditions of approval as recommended by Staff.

Persons who participated in the proceedings leading to the adoption of Final Order No. 8-2023 may appeal
the decision to the Land Use Board of Appeals under ORS 197.830 to 197.845. A Notice of lntent to Appeal
the decision must be filed with the Land Use Board of Appeals not later than 21 days after the date the
decision becomes final. The date that this Notice was mailed in indicated on the reverse of this Notice.

FinalOrder No. 8-2023 is Columbia County's finaldecision in the above-referenced matter. A copy of the
decision is available for review at the Board of County Commissioners office located in the Columbia County
Courthouse, 230 Strand Street, St. Helens, OR.
